/  '  r.OUCE  COXaAD,  baron  of  Goltze,  major-general  of  the 
^  /  king^s  armies,  coiDiiiandant  of  the  gendarincs,  coniniiflary- 
^eneral  of  ihe  war,  8zc,  Aticr  going  through  the  ufiial  clad'cs  in 
th.c  Jefuiis  college  at  Thorn,  he  removed  to  the  univerlity  of 
Hall,  where  he  Hni/hed  his  (Indies,  and  coinpleated  his  acqiiain- 
lancc  with  ihofe  branches  of  learning  neceifary  for  a  young  man^ 
V.  honi  his  friends  intend  for  an  active  life. 

l.i  1725,  his  uncle,  the  count  dc  IManteufTel,  minifter  of  (late 
to  the  king  of  Poland,  made  him  engage  in  the  fervicc  of  the 
lame  prince.  In  1727,  be  was  fent  to  F’rance,  in  quality  ofcoun- 
fellor  of  euibadj ,  with  the  count  dc  Hoiin;  and  then  called  back 
to  SaJiony,  where  he  was  appointed  a<5lual  counfellor  of  legation^ 
and  lord  chamberlain. 

The  dorms  of  a  court  full  of  cabals  aiul  intrigues,  overturned 
liis  protector,  and  Hiook  his  infant  fortune.  Al.  dr  Goltze  was 
i  )on  cliigiifted  by  the  thorns  of  the  walk  in  which  he  had  engaged: 
he  could  fee'  nothing  before  him  but  icmarjcable  precqncei  and 
rapid  falls,  from  the  fiim nut  of  court  favour  to  difgrace  and  obli- 
.vion.  He  therefore  bid  adieu  to  date  affairs ;  and  quitting  the 
fervice  of  Saxony,’  chofc  a  piofefiioji,  in  which  it  is-  enough  to 
be  a  man  of  honour  to  make  one’s  way. 

The  reputation  of  the  PruIIian  troops,  joined  to  the  love  of  his, 
country,  were  his  motives  for  prcferi  ing  this  to  every  other  fer-i 
vice.  In  1730,  he  got  a  company  of  dragoons,  in  the  regiment 
at  Barenih.  At  this  period  it  was  no  ea(y  matter  to. be  accepted 
from  any  other  fcrvice  into  that  of  Prudia ;  undifpnted  merit  vrat 
ueceffary  for  that  purpofe.  AX.  dc  Goltze’£  behaviour  amply  jufl* 
VoL.  VTI.  ^q  .tifie<| 
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I’lfictl  ilic  good  opinion  that  had  been  conceived  of  him  ;  blelTed 
with  a  happy  genius,  and  every  other  fine  accoinplifhment,  to  be 
any  thing,  and  excel  in  every  thing,  he  needed  only  to  wifli  if. 

He  had  fcaKC  icceived  his  coinniifiion,  when  he  furpafTed  all  the 
cfliccrs  of  his  regiment  in  exictnefs  and  vigilance;  and  by  his 
application  aiiained  fo  thorough  a  knowledge  in  his  profeflion,  as 
to  lliew  at  his  letting  out  what  he  would  one  day  arrive  at.  It 
was  thus  L'lyflcs  difeovered  Achilles,  by  putting  arms  into  his 
hands. 

In  1740,  on  the  death  of  Fiedei  ick-William,  the  king  thought 
]n<>per  to  have  JM.  de  Goltze  about  his  perfon.  '1  he  w^ar  of  bi- 
leiia,  which  immediately  fuccerded,  gave  military  men  the  fined 
opjM)rtnniiies  to  diflingnifli  theinlelves.  JVl.  de  Goltze  drew  up 
tlie  ( .tpiiulation  of  Breflaw  ;  and  w  as  difpatched  to  prince  Leo- 
pt)ld  of  Anhalt,  with  orders  to  (lorm  the  town  of  (>logau:  he  was 
even  one  of  the  firft  to  fcale  the  ramparts;  and,  after  bringing  ,, 
the  new's  of  it  to  the  king,  was  feni  by  him  to  hallen  the  inarch 
nffoui  teen  fquadroii?,  which  were  to  join  the  army,  and  w  hich' 
did  not  arrive  till  after  the  battle  of  Mollwitz.  M.  de  Goltze. 
made  life  of  ibeni  to  purfue  the  enemy  in  their  flight. 

Thefe  ^er^ices  w  ere  rew'arded  w  ith  the  lordfliip  of  Kutlau,  the 
fief  of  which  was  become  vacant.  But  M.  de  Goltze,  fenfiblc 
of  the  king’s  goocinefs,  preferred  the  advantage  of  being  ufeful  to  ' 
him,  t<»  that  of  being  rew  arded  ;  laborious  as  he  W'as,  he  could 
not  mil's  of  opportunities  to  gratify  fo  noble  a  palfion. 

It  is  in  war,  above  all  profelnoiis,  that  activity  and  vigilance 
Ihine  to  greaicll  advantage.  It  is  there  tViat  favour  yields  to 
me! it,  and  pretence  is  eclipfed  by  talents;  the  nature  of  the  bufi- 
r.els  requiring  the  founded  and  mod  impartial  judgment  in  the 
choiec  of  perfons  to  tranfact  if.  For,  how  many  fprings  mud  be  , 
at  once  kept  a-coing,  to  fubfid  and  actuate  the  numcrons  armies 
which  it  is  now  the  cudoni  to  bring  into  the  field  ;  armies  w'hich 
may  he  compared  10  nations  emigrating  in  a  body,  and  conquering 
as  they  travel  ;  but  whofe  necelfities  returning  daily,  are  to  be 
daily  and  regnlailv  fatl^lied;  it  being  a  inueb  harder  matter  to 
defend  them  from  hunger,  than  render  them  victorious  over  their 
enemies.  The  ])lans  of  the  general  depend,  therefore,  on  the 
mealures  taken  to  feed  his  aimv;  and  his  greated  projects  are  no 
better  than  chimeras,  without  a  proper  attention  to  the  article  of 
purveyance.  The  man  intruded  with  this  office  becomes,  at  the 
fame  time,  the  depoluory  of  his  fecrer,  and  thereby  admitted  to 
a  Iharc  in  the  fubliined  military  operations. 

But  what  abilities  mud  n(!t  a  man  in  this  employment  poflefs, 
to  comprehend  thefe  vail  ohj?eds ;  to  forefee  combined  events  and 
accidents,  and  take  before  hand  fiich  ineafurcs  as  diall  leave  for¬ 
tune  no  opening?  What  fertility  and  intenfenefs  of  thought  arc 
not  requifitc,  to  fupply  in  all  places,  and  at  all  times,  not  only 
necell'arics,  but  fupcrfiuities,  to  a  multitude  compofed  of  reftlcfi> 
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impatient,  and  infatiable  men  ?  All  thefe  different  talents,  all 
ihefe  happy  difpofitions,  were  to  l>e  found  centered  in  the  perfon 
of  iVl.  de  Goltze.  The  kin^  intruded  him  with  the  purveyance  of 
his  army  ;  and  what  is  ftill  more  furpriling,  the  king's  choice  was 
iiniverfally  a])proved. 

iNl.  dc  Goiize  refemhlcd  the  Proteus  of  fable.  In  this  fingle 
campaign,  he  ferveJ  in  all  the  different  Capacities  of  aid-de-canip, 
general,  purveyor,  and  even  negotiator.  He  was  charged  with  an 
iinportant  and  fecret  coininiflion,  with  which  the  public  has  nut 
as  yet  been  made  thoroughly  accjuaintcd  ;  but  the  public  is  not 
unacquainted  with  his  palling  from  one  employment  to  another, 
without  Ihewiug  the  leail  fign  of  the  fccne  of  his  labours  being 
changed  ;  for  he  behaved  equally  well  in  all. 

In  1742,  he  followed  the  king  into  Bohemia,  and  gave,  at  the 
battle  of  Czaiiau,  fuch  proofs  of  capacity,  as  convinced  the  bell 
judges  that  genius  (luod  him  indead  of  experience.  He  was  ap. 
pointed  colonel  at  the  dole  of  the  campaign,  and  honoured,  at 
the  fame  time,  with  the  command  ol  the  gendarmes. 

in  174^,  he  vi'as  promoted  to  the  rank  of  major-general,  and  the 
year  following  fnatched  from  us  by  the  duties  of  his  llation,  on 
account  of  the  war  which  then  broke  out  again.  M.  de  Goltzc 
ferved  in  all  the  expeditions  of  this  campaign,  and  was  of  the 
greateft  fervice  in  every  one  of  them  ;  his  fuperior  undcrilanding 
enabling  him  to  find  fubfiftence  for  the  troops,  even  in  thofe  places 
where  famine  might  be  expeded  to  put  a  Ilop  to  hoftility. 

\Vc  are  now  at  length  arrived  at  the  fineft  period  of  his  life,  I 
mean  the  campaign  of  1745,  which  he  had  opportunities  to  dif- 
])lay  his  capacity  in  all  its  extent.  In  the  beginning  of  this  year, 
the  king  communicated  to  him  his  plan  of  operations  for  the  ap* 
j)roachiiig  campaign,  which  was  to  render  the  war  offenfive  on  his 
lide,  by  means  of  a  battle,  and  purfue  the  enemy  into  their  own 
territories.  Ic  was  no  fniall  addition  to  the  difficulty  of  M.  de 
Goltz,e's  talk,  that,  not  knowing  on  which  fide  the  enemy  would 
act,  he  found  hiinfelf  under  a  neceflicy  of  making  difpofitions  .is 
well  towards  the  frontiers  of  Moravia,  as  towards  thofe  of  Bohe¬ 
mia. 

Every  one  knows,  that  the  enemy  penetrated  into  Silcfia  by 
the  way  of  Bohemia,  and  that  this  interruption  gave  uccaiion  to 
the  battle  of  Friedberg,  which  happened  on  the  4th  of  June. 
M.  de  Goitre  fought  on  the  right,  at  the  head  of  his  cavalry, 
and  did  wonders  during  the  battle, *and  during  the  purfuit.  He 
no  fooner  quitted  the  bridle,  than  he  took  up  his  }>en,  to  give 
orders  for  the  difpofition  of  the  convoys,  which  were  to  follow  the 
army. 

The  PrufTians  drove  the  queen's  troops  beyond  Konigfgratr. 
The  king  crolTed  the  Elbe,  and  encamped  at  the  village  of  Glum, 
.  four  miles  beyond  that  town  :  fo  that  the  PrufTiaiis  now  lay  at  no 
lefs  than  forty  miles  from  their  magazines,  and  parted  from  them 
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l>y  a  chain  of  mountains  in  their  rear  ;  without  any  navigable  river 
to  conipenfitc  fuch  diflance  ;  and  in  the  heart  of  a  country,  hy 
the  Hlghl  of  its  inliahitants,  become  a  mere  defirt.  M.  de  Goltie 
conqacri^i  all  thofe  difficuliies;  and  though  there  was  a  nereffity 
for  diavvii'g  the  whole  of  the  army’s  liihiulence  from  Silefia,  no, 
body  couhl  perceive  any  iinnfual  hurry  in  tlie  arrangement  for 
that  purj)ore,  and  the  troops  \vantC4l  for  nnthine;. 

'Fo  exaraine  the  prodigious  nnmher  ol  details  into  which  M.  de  * 
Coltzc’s  cmplovment  obliged  him  to  enter,  one  would  be  apt  to 
think  llieni  too  many  for  a  lingle  head.  I>ut  ''.T.  rle  Goltze  pof. 
relfcd  the  happy  i.dcnt,  that  talent  tor  which  Ca  fai  is  fo  famotisj 
of  dictating  to  four  fccretaiies  at  a  tliUe,  v/iihout  l)eing  v’rearied  or 
bewildered  by  the  itnmber,  weight,  or  perplexity  of  the  objects 
which  required  his  attention. 

’'rewards  the  end  (»f  the  year  1746,  he  was  attacked  by  a  kind 
r^fadhina;  which  his  jiliyficians,  fuperiicial  in  their  prognoftica- 
made  bight  of,  nccordinir  tn  cnflom.  In  the  beginning  of 
bis  difjrdcr  ip.creafed  u]>f>!'.  him,  and  was  followed  by  a 
j'l  ctty  violent  fpitiing  of  hiood ;  which  pointed  out  hut  too  late 
the  diniier  f)f  ids  conuitiou.  'I  he  king  had  admitted  him  into 
the  molt  intimate  familiarity  :  lie  loved  his  ccjiivei  iation,  always 
full  of  matte  r,  aitd  ]>frpeinally  varied  by  things,  Ibme  agreeable 
and  others  ufcful,  which  he  cliangetl  with  all  the  eafe  that  might 
l*e  expended  from  4  gay  and  good  nit ured  dlfpofitioti,  improved 
bv  a  long  a.cqiiaintance  wiib  the  worid.  His  majefly  vifiicd  him 
often,  cdpfci.db’  diwing  the  I  'll  <llv^s  <d  his  Hie,  during  which  he 
retained'  tin*  moil  ail tnirahle  lirmnefs  ami  ])rercrice  of  mind;  dic- 
\  ii’nig  his  lad  'vill  wiihont  anv  apparent  concern  ;  comforting  his 
rcle.tiotis,  and  ])rc  paring  liitnicir  bn-  death  as  becatnc  a  pbilofopher, 
NViio  derpikd  the  p» a 'mfrujes  of  »'ne  vulgar,  and  whofe  life,  free 
from  ciiiiu*,  and  full  of  virtue,  left  no  room  to  repentance  of  any 

Jvind . 

Sitiirdav,  the  grh  of  Angntd,  fording  himfclf  in  the  mortihig 
worfc  than  u'faal,  and  frnliide  that  his  ciihblation  was  approaching, 
he  had  tb.c  nrrfrncr  of  mind  to  order  bis  valet-de-rhanibre  to 
1  »ck  his  Nvifefs  apartment,  who  then  bap'pened  to  be  with  child. 

I 'I  the  nua.n  time,  he  was  (ei/ ed  with  a  (jiitting  of  bbiod  more 
v'idi  Hi  than  any  lie  had  hiihrrir»  experienced,  and  carried  of! 
by  it.  ' 

Ife  marrirrl  (.hailotte-Wllhelmina  de  Cbonitz,  by  whom  he 
ba  i  tin  (*e  fons  and  three  d  iogiitfi  s,  w  hom  he  left  very  young; 
c  x<. bifive  of  a  prdlhunmns  b'li,  of  whom  his  wife  was  brought  to 
be  1  film  ifu  r  bis  deitii.  M.  de  fmbze  bad  all  the  qualities  of 
an  imiahb' atrl  an  iifehd  man  :  his  undcrflanding  was  juft  and 
net  rating.  memory  v'all,  and  bb*  learning  as  extenfive  as  can 
b*'  e\pe«  fed  in  a  man  of  family.  Paftionatrly  fond  of  labour,  he 
h  lied  idirnefv,  h.is  heart  was  noble  and  virtuous,  and  his  dirpofi- 
tion  lo  generou;.,  that  be  relieved  a  great  many  poor  officers  in 

their 
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tlK'ir  li  id  rtfs.  In  a  vvoid,  l>e  was  an  honed  man.;  a  commenda- 
tnn  valued  in  our  Jays,  though  containing  more  than  all 
til**  i«rH  together.  He  was  poflefleJ  of  all  that.limplicity  of 

Pi.niiKTs,  ior  which  fo  many  great  men  have  been  remarkable. 
Ii«  (  o  rie J  his  nioJedy  fo  far,  as  to  forbid  his  being  buried  with 
r.i.it  pom}>,  by  which  tlte  vanity  of  the  living  thinks  dill  to 
liiiimp])  over  the  attacks  of  death.  The  kii>g,  to  honour  the 
in'’i.>ory  of  a  in;n  who  had  rendered  the  date  fuch  important 
icrviccs,  and  the  lofs  of  whom  he  was  fo  fenfiblc  of,  ordered  that 
all  I'.ic  odkcis  of  liie  gendarmes  Ihoiild  pay  an  iinnfual  coitipli- 
iiu'ni  to  his  memory,  by  putting  thendrlves  in  mourning  for  him, 

St  inav  he  faid  of  him  with  great  truth,  that  he  wasmie  of  thofe 
gTuiiircs,  three  or  four  of  whom  are  fudicient  to  render  any  reign 
iliiiltrioUs.  He  lived  long,  bccaufe  his  whole  lif^  was  fpent  in 
mrJiiation  and  nclion.  Death  prevented  his  doing  greater  things. 
AV  e  may  apply  to  him  that  celebrated  danza  of  Koudeau  ; 

I.ec  us  not  mcafure  by  the  length  of  days. 

Heroic  lives  deferving  deathkis  praife.’’ 

Germanicus  nfrd  Siguiora  G— : - i;  from  the  Histories  of  the

have  the  plcMfure  of  opening  this  campaign  of  gallantry 
V  V  witli  a  characler  that  is  an  honour  to  the  prelent  age,  and 
will  he  an  example  to  pollerity.  His  courage,  his  gcnerofity,  and 
his  paiiiotifin,  are  unparalellcd  at  this  period,  and  can  fcarce  be 
eqii.'illed  in  the  hidoric  page  of  antiquity. 

Gerinanicns  is  the  Ton  of  a  nobleman  of  the  lird  dais,  whole 
many  public  and  private  virtues  have  endeared  him  to  Ibcicty, 
and  rendered  him  a  lliining  ornament  to  nobility  ;  and  he  has  the 
peculiar  felicity  to  fee,  in  his  fuccedbrs,  fuch  tedinionies  of  here¬ 
ditary  honour  and  perfonal  glory,  as  will  didinguifli  the  race  of 
]\I - <»  from  x\\c  filkc7i  lords  of  this  aera. 

Mindcn,  VVarboirrg,  Marpoarg,  Gudenherg,  and  Coi>einhagen, 
will  for  ever  refound  the  praife  of  the  bold  intrepid  Germanicus ; 
and  his  unbounded  gcnerofity,  jtidice,  conipadion,  and  clemency, 
will  make  him  be  revered  by  the  military  of  every  rank,  whild 
gratitude  animates  the  bread  of  a  Brltilii  Ibldier.  His  uncommon 
benevolence  did  not  How  from  the  dreams  of  public  treafure  ;  but 
his  own  perfonal  rclburces  fupplied  thofe  w.ints  which  he  could 
not  fee  without  relieving,  whild  they  were  uufupplied  by  any  na¬ 
tional  provifion.  In  a  word,  fo  very  oppofite  was  his  condu'il  to 
that  of  mod  of  his  prcdecclTors  in  command,  that  the  pod  which 
conferred  fortunes  on  them,  greatly  diniiiridied  his  private  li- 
ninccs. 

He  was  married  in  the  prime  of  life  to  a  lady  of  high  birth, 
didinguiuied  beauty,  and  exemplary  virtue  ;  and  whild  Ih^  lived, 

they 
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ibey  were  a  pattern  of  conjugal  bappincfs  :  but,  alas  !  the  inexo¬ 
rable  Pan  it  col  the  thieail  of  a  life  that  was  iiic  fource  of  unal- 
joyed  feliciiy  to  Germanic  us^  and  of  univerfal  pleafiire  to  all  who 
knew  licr. 

'rhis  lofs  our  hero  fevercly  fell  in  the  midft  of  his  conquefts, 
furrouiided  with  carnage  and  glory  : — he  was  compelled  toellrange 
him  ft  If  iVoni  his  vieftorious  troojjs,  to  give  vent  to  the  bitter  au* 
guii'h  ol  his  foul.  Soon  after  his  return  to  England,  he  was  great¬ 
ly  jlruck  with  the  beauty  of  a  young  lady,  who  had  many  perfonal 

and  nu  ntal  acc(nnpli(hmenis  ;  this  was  the  lovely  iVJifs  G - r, 

who,  though  a  theole,  had  a  natural  complexion  that  rivalled  all 
the  art  of  the  bill  toads  and  iiiorl  admired  court  beauties.  He 
made  propofals  to  her,  which  l]:e  thought  ])roper  to  reject  ;  and, 
as  her  rank  •and  fortune  would  not  allow  him  to  unite  with  her 


upon  more  honourable  terms,  ibis  negotiation  lerniinaied  as  it 
began, 

lleing  fruflrated  in  this  piirfuit,  and  meeting  w  ith  a  more  com. 
plying  fair,  he  was  for  fonie  lime  clofely  united  with  Mrs 
H—fh — ni.  He  made  a  genteel  felilement  upon  this -lady,  in 
whofe  agreeable  company  he  found  great  fatisfa^ion,  as  well  from 
the  engaging  vivacity  of  her  converfaiion,  as  from  the  judicious 
and  pertinent  obicrvalions  Ihe  made  upon  many  of  our  bed  au¬ 
thors,  whom  file  had  read  with  an  attention  that  did  honour  to 
her  lade  and  fex. 

An  adventure  that  happened  aboot  ibis  time  at  Artbnr^s],  ha¬ 


ving  been  varioiilly  related,  we  (hall  give  it  here  as  it  really  hap. 
jicnedr  C»ernianicus  came  there  pretty  early  in  the  evening,  and 

j)laying  a  party  at  piquet  with  colonel  J - ,  he  prcfently  won 

five  hundred  guineas.  Looking  at  his  watch,  he  perceived  his 
lime  of  appointment  was  come  with  Mrs  li — fii — m,  when  flying 
to  her  upon  the  wdngs  of  love,  in  the  gaiety  of  his  heart,  he  flung 
all  bis  winnings  into  her  la]>.  After  flaying  with  her  fome  hours^ 
on  his  return  home,  he  dropt  in  at  Ariluir’s,  when  he  renewed 
the  p»ar:y  ;  and,  in  the  courfc  of  the  fntlng,  lod  eight  ihoufand 
guineas  to  the  player  and  feveral  by  danders.  Having  left  his 
])m  fe  with  Mrs  H — fii — m,  he  could  not  pay  any  part  of  his  Ioffes; 
aiul  the  colonel  tlunight  it  a  little  feverc  upon  him,  that  having 
{)artcd  with  jive  hundred  guineas  in  ready  monev,  he  fliould  now 
be  obliged  m  tive  credit  for  what  he  had  won.  However,  the 
mod  lu'ccfjiioiis  (for  fuch  there  are,  even  ainong:  the  m -s  of

^h^  Cr— :b  at  A — : — 1 ’s)  wcic  ])aid  their  winnings  in  a  few  days,  and 
ilic  icinaiiulcr  was,  fome  time  after,  honourably  difeharged. 

If  we  accomuanv  C>crmanicus  to  the  continent,  we  (hall  there 
fee  the  greaied  valour  and  magnanimity  of  foul  difplayed  upen 
every  occafion  ;  whether  we  view  him  taking  JMarpurg  and  Gu* 
d^nbci  ix  ;  covering  the  fiege  of  Cafi'el  ;  maintaining  his  ground  at 
Aiys/:-T)t/h hr?:  amidd  a  furious  attack  of  the  enemy,  fudaining  < 
i)rotiigi..iis  liie  iroiii  their  niufuaeiry  and  artillery,  and,  with  nu 

llukcn 
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lliaken  rcfolutionjoppofing  all  iheir  efforts  till  he  received  fuccours; 
or  when  forcing  the  french  pofl  at  Copeinhagen,  and  blocking  up 
their  dcHle,  the  intrepid  general  was  conflantly  nianifefted;  •  In 
the  niilder  feenes  of  acition,  his  unbounded  generofity,  his  fyttipa- 
thctic  tendernefs,  and  his  well-timed  benehcence,  endeared  hint 
to  i\\c  foldicr,  to  the  orphan,  and  the  widow  :  he  was  their  tom •; 
nion  and  their  confiant  friend.  *• 

After  an  uncommon  feries  of  glorious  and  fuccefsful  atcliieve<» 
meiU'*,  he  returned  home,  applauded  by  his  fovereign,  adulated 
by  the  nation,  and  adored  by  the  army,  at  the  head  of  which  In? 
was,  a  (hort  lime  after,  placed,  as  a  proper  reward  for  his  fer- 
vices.  ^ 

A  fevere  fit  of  illnefs,  with  w'hich  Mrs  in  was  aftlicl^di 

cliverted  the  channel  of  his  amorous  purfuics  ;  and  Mifs  P— 
who  was,  at  tliis  lime,  a  new  face,  aiul  a  great  theatrical  toaft,  fa 
far  captivated  the  fufceptible  heart  of  our  hero,  that  he  furren^ 
<lercd  at  diferetion,  and  offered  her  a  carte  blanchcp  as  the  preli¬ 
minaries  of  their  convention. 

'Fhis  alliance  continued  for  more  than  a  year,  to  their  mutual 
faiisfaCtion  ;  hut  that  vanity  which  often  operates  too  flrongly  in 
the  fair  fex  for  their  welfare,  prompted  her  to  liflen  to  propofals 
fi  oni  another  nobleman,  who  poffaffed  the  feduc^ive  arts  of  plea-- 
fing.  • 

Ciermanicus  had,  for  fome  time,  obferved  a  great  coolritfs  iit 

Mils  P - behaviour,  which  gave  him  flrong  grounds  of  fufpi- 

<ion  and  jealoufy  ;  and  thefe  naturally  prompted  him  to  make 
fome  diftoveries  that  corroborated  his  apprehenfions.  He,  there¬ 
fore,  with  a  becoming  refblution,  took  his  leave  of  this  lady^  who 
lias  finte  remained  with  his  rival  paramour,  v 

We  do  not  find  that  he  had  any  particular  connexion  with  tlie 
ladies,  from  the  time  of  this  rupture,  till  he  lately  paid  his  ad- 
dreffes  to  figniora  G— i. 

In  the  mean  while,  many  attempts  were  made  by  the  court- 
fyrens  to  captivate  the  heart  of  Gerinanlciis.  All  the  artillery  of 
love  in  the  circle  of  St  James’s,  was  planted  againfl  our  hero,  who 
had  the  fortitude  to  refill  fuch  powerful  attacks,  ever  declaring, 
with  that  noble  fpirit  which  has  always  chara<5leriz.ed  his  condu<^t, 
that  neither  riches,  family,  or  even  beauty,  fhoiild  induce  him 
to  marry  a  woman  whom  he  did  not  fincerely  love  for  her  riitrin- 
lie  merit,  and  which  promifed  the  inofl  certain  bafis  for  a  happy 
alliance  during  their  whole  lives.”  Upon  the  fame  principle,  he 

refufed  a  match  that  was  propofed  by  xMr  C - r,  (the  then  a* 

gem)  who  offered  him  his  (natural)  daughter,  with  a  hundred 
thou  land  pounds.  Germanic  hs  acknowledged,  that  her  youtb^ 
beauty,  and  perfonal  accompllfhments,  with  fuch  a  fortune,  entitled 
her  to  the  firll  nobleman  in  England;  and  thaf  if,  as  a  partner,  fhe 
had  been  his  Jot  in  his  juvenile  days,  he  fliould  haVr  thought  hiin- 
felf  the  happiefl  of  men  ;  but  there  was  fuch  a  dilparrty  in  their 

yesrs 
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years  *,  that  he  could  not  confider  the  match  as  any  way  propor? 
tinned,  and  ihercfore  begped  to  be  cxciil'cd.’’ 

The  lady  with  whom  he  has  Tormed  his  pitTent  connexion,  has 
many  uncommon  aitraclions  ;  as,  belides  a  moll  engaging  perfun, 
about  the  middle  liie,  with  amorous  exprclhve  eyes,  ivory  teeib, 
and  remarkable  line  hair  ;  llie  poirelfes  an  extraordinary  (hare  of 
wit,  which  is  animated  with  the  in(»li  agreeable  vivacity  :  but,  a- 
hove  all,  Hie  is  millrels  of  one  of  ilie  nM»U  harmonious  voices  ever 
heard  in  public,  which  llic  happily  modulates  by  her  great  (kill  in 
mulic.  In  tine,  (he  is  the  lird  opcia-finger  of  the  age,  who  has  re* 
teived  the  greateil  applaule  that  has  been  hedowea  by  the  corioif^ 
fctiti  for  many  feafons.  l‘o  convey  an  adet^naic  idea  ot  her  merit 
and  abilities  upon  paj)er  is  iinj)odible  : — ^\>  only  hope  \vc  dull 
obtain  Germaiiicus’s  forgivenefs  for  having  idvulgcd  tliis  (ipcret 
connexion  So  great  a  character  as  his  would  he  above  mortality, 
were  it  not  fubject  to  fome  frailties  of  human  nature  ;  and  he  nmlt 
be  more  or  iel's  liian  man,  who  is  inlcndhle  to  the  (lialis  of  love, 
and  can  redd  the  unliiv.ited  empire  of  beauty. 

As  a  fpecimen  ol  ligniora  C - i’s  fancy  and  uncommon  hu¬ 

mour,  we  lhall  mention  an  adventure  which  not  long  fince  took 
place  ;  Germanicus  was  attacked  in  liis  carriage,  near  his  fatber^5 
houfe,  by  two  robbers  ;  when,  though  he  was  far  from  being  in- 
timidated,  and  had  it  even  in  his  power  to  dedroy  his  affailants^ 
he  )ielded  his  purfe  with  great  good-nature.  It  feems  that  this 
lady  had  laid  Germanicus  a  wager  jocolely,  that  he  would  be  rob¬ 
bed  befrre  the  end  of  the  week  ;  and  that  thefe  i  udiaiis  were  no 

other  than  ligniora  G - i’s  chairmen,  employed  upon  the  occa** 

lion.  She  alterwards  related  the  dory  to  liim,  and  though  be 
blamed  her  ralhnefs,  he  c<iuid  not  refrain  from  finiling  at  the  con¬ 
ceit. 

The  fortitude  he  has  jufl  difplaycd  in  his  political  conduct,  hai 
given  tlie  lad  lonch  to  one  of  the  mod  linldied  characters  of  the 
age.  In  his  critical  liiuation,  with  a  very  fmall  patrimonial  cftaie, 
cinbaTtalfed  in  his  aflairs  lor  the  lup]>oi  t  of  the  hoimur  and  digni* 
;v  of  his  pod,  and  the  protection  and  leliefof  the  army— in  a 
word,  the  fei  vice  of  his  country  ;  he  has  liicwn  himfelf  fo  great  a 

pririoi  as  to  reject  the  771 - 1  mmuLilCy  .'md  vote  'iviib  his  cofir 

flieiicc,  at  the  price  of  the  mod  lucrative  c>dkes  in  the  military, 
and  his  high  command  in  the  army.  Such  a  conduct  is  above  all 
eniogiiini  ;  it  dedroys  the  lorce  of  the  mod  elocjueni  praife,  and 
beggars  the  moll  rhetorical  j>anegyrlc  !

LjNDLK  the  denomination  of  the  princes  of  the  blooiJ,  are 
^  comprehended  the  three  branches  of  Orleans,  Conde^  and 

Contii 

*  'J'.hc  ydar^  laily  is  not  a’-ovc  fintcrn,  and  Cerir. aniens  is  in  hi;  f.frlcth  year. 
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O'inti,  gII  of  the  houfe  of  Bourbou.  The  royal  family  is  diflinc^ 
from  them,  anti,  for  want  of  iflbe-inale,  the  duke  of  Orleans,  lirll 
priiitc  of  the  blood,  is  the  next  heir  to  the  crown. 

'Thefe  princes  have  ^rreat  privileges  annexed  to  ihcir  rank,  and 
lia\e  the  precedency  of  all  the  great  officers  of  the  crown.  I'hey 
aie  entitled,  by  ilieir  birilt,  to  the  king’s  orders;  have  large  do- 
m.iins  a.^ligned  ihcin  for  their  appenage  ;  hcfides  'government  of 
])rovinccs,  and  f)nie  of  the  bell  ecclefiallical  preferinenls.  They 
i>i’e  It  Idoin  intruded  with  the  chief  coininand  of  the  armies  :  and 
w  hen  that  happens,  thougii  they  never  rile  above  the  rank  of  lieu* 
tenant-generals,  the  inaiJhals  of  France,  who  commonly  direct  the 
iniliiai  v  opera livotis,  are,  ncvertkelefs,  fn’oject  to  their  authority, 
(hhcr.vife  they  ferve  ns  vohiniiers,  or  command  ibmc  detachments, 
according  to  their  miliiniy  degree.  They  are  difpenfed  w  iili 
weiring  the  clerical  habit,  though  poirclfed  of  arch-ahbies  ;  for 
that  rcafon  they  are  never  preferred  to  bi.'hoprics,  which  require 
to  be  admitted  into  lioly  orders. 

The  duke  cf  Orleans  is  commonly  ajipointcd  regent  of  the  king, 
dom  ciiirinii  the  kind’s  minoiitv.  liut  there  are  few  inllanccs  of 
ilu  ir  being  appointed  minifiers  of  dale,  except  the  duke  of  Boiir* 
bon,  wiio  was  prime  iniuiuer  when  the  prefent  king  look  the  reins 
government. 

'i'he  office  of  great  mader  of  the  king’s  houfchold,  and  great 
Imiuliiian,  are  the  only  two  which  they  can  accept. 

The  legitimated  princes  are  the  king’s  natural  children,  qr  their 
jiodcrity,  when  they  are  acknowledged  by  bini  as  fuch.  LouisXiV. 
iiail  declared  them,  by  bis  teflament,  able  to  fuccced  to  the  crown, 
for  want  of  legitimate  iflhe  ;  but  the  duke  of  Orleans,  regent  of 
the  kingdom,  compelled  the  parliament  to  annul  that  part  of  the 
>viU  of  a  monarch  fo  much  dreaded  during  his  life  ;  however, 
ilicy  enjoy  mod  of  the  prerogatives  of  the  legitimate  princes. 

'J'he  princes  of  Uorrain,  p4.ohan,  and  Bouillon,  have  often  claim¬ 
ed  the  fame  honours  and  precedency,  which  has  been  condantly 
denied  them.  Thefe  three  houfesaie  the  firfl  of  the  higher  no¬ 
bility. 

Louis  duke  of  Orleans,  fird  prince  of  the  blood,  governor  of 
Dauphinc,  was  born  the  12th  of  May  1725.  The  royal  palace, 
which  contains  that  magnificent  gallery,  ornamented  with  capital 
paintings  of  tlic  firfl  niaders,  and  is  reckoned  one  of  the  mod  fe* 
iect  collections  in  Europe,  belongs  to  this  prince.  The  flatelv  pa¬ 
lace  of  St  Cloud  is  his  funimcr  rcfidcnce.  Here  is  a  cafeade  great¬ 
ly  admired  ;  and  the  gardens,  whic  h  are  vad  and  elegant,  are 
frequently  rcforied  to  by  per  fins  of  all  ranks  from  the  capital. 
The  duke,  whofc  good  nature,  benevolence,  and  affability,  cannot 
be  excelled,  is  plcafed  to  allow  iljc  gentry*  and  citizens  of  Paris  to 
dance  in  bis  gardens  every  Saturday.  The  concourfc  of  people 
which  meet,  there,  and  the  liberty  and  decency  which  reign  iii 
this  rural  eniertainmtnt,  afford  an  agreeidrle  fpeciatle  for  a  Aran- 
VoL.  VII,  R  r  gcr. 
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gcr.  lie  has  an  immenfe  clomaine  ;  and  his  ycaily  revenues  a* 
mount  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  pounds  ;  he  lives  in  a 
liaie  becoming  his  dignity,  and  nianifefls,  on  all  occafions,  a  great 
partiality  for  the  Englifh,  whom  he  treats  with  great  fplendor  and 
liofpitality.  He  is  an  excellent  mailer;  free,  open,  actelliblc,  and 
1  hearful  ;  he  loves  pleafure  ;  and  was  very  fond  of  hunting  before 
he  grew  fo  corptilent.  A  certain  captain  of  the  navy,  brother  to 
an  Englifh  nobleman  much  refpected,  repaid  his  kituinefs  and 
genercfity  with  infolence  and  brutality*  He  was  taken  ill  while 
he  was  hunting  witli  the  duke,  who  complaifanily  offered  him  his 
j>hylitians  and  furgeons,  with  the  ufe  of  his  palace  of  St  Cloud, 
till  he  was  recovered.  The  phyficiaii  and  lurgeon  were  ahuled 
hecaufe  they  were  Frenchmen  ;  the  duke  laughed  on  receiving 
an  account  of  their  ill-treatment,  and  had  the  goodnefs  to  fend 
him  two  Irifh  of  the  faculty.  He  and  his  friends  were  ferved, 
duri!ig  a  fortnight,  like  the  duke  himfelf.  When  he  went  away, 
lie  odered  fifty  louidorcs  to  the  fervants,  who  excufing  ihemfelvcs 
from  accepting  the  fum,  for  fear  of  their  luader’s  indignation, 
were  upbraided  by  him  for  their  pride  and  impertinence.  He 
left  France,  jwithout  even  giving  thanks  to  the  duke  for  his  fa¬ 
vours. 

Louis,  duke  of  Chartres,  his  Ton,  born  April  13.  1747,  is  a  mod 
amiable  and  promifing  young  prince  ;  he  is  a  man  of  pleafure  and 
gallantry. 

Ta)iiis,  prince  of  Condc,  born  Augufl;  9.  1736,  is  great  maderof 
the  king’s  houfchold,  and  governor  of  iSurgmidy  :  he  is  reckoned 
the  richcll  prince  in  Europe,  w’ho  is  not  a  dwereign  5  his  yearly 
income  is  computed  to  he  three  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand 
pounds  ;  he  rclides  at  Paris  at  the  Hotel  de  Bourbon  ;  and  his 
calllc  of  Chantilly,  before  which  is  a  fine  equedrian  flattie,  in 
Bronze,  of  the  lall  duke  and  condable  Montmorenci,  with  a  large 
forclt  cut  in  fpacious  alleys,  is  defervedly  admired  by  all  men  of 
fade  and  judgment.  ‘  He  keeps  condantly  two  hundred  Englifh 
hunters  in  his  magnifioent  dables  :  bis  grooms,  faddles,  and  har- 
ncircs,  are  all  Englilli,  and  he  hunts  after  their  manner.  He  is 
proud  and  haughty,  hut  brave,  generous,  and  magnificent. 

Louis,  duke  of  Bourbon,  his  fon,  born  April  I  1 75^>  is  a  (Right¬ 
ly  youth.  The  heads  of  diat  family  take  alternately  the  titles 
of  prince  of  Conde  and  duke  of  Bourbon. 

Louis  de  Bourbon  Conde,  count  de  Clermont,  bom  June  If* 
1709,  is  abbot  of  St  Germain  des  Prez,  and  of  Lc  Bee,  which* 
abbies  bring  him  in  400,0x50  livres  a-year.  He  is  governor  of 
Champagne  and  Brie  :  he  refides  at  Paris,  in  the  palace  of 
abbot  of  St  Germain  :  -he  is  a  /f072  vivanty  keeps  many  miftreftl, 
loves  the  pleafures  of  the  table  w:kh  a  feledt  company  of  agfeeabfc 
iiebauchees  :  he  commanded  fome  time  the  army  in  Germaiqr  to' 
the  lad  war,  and  was  .feverely  beat  at  Crcvelt  by  prince  Foti- 
ji.ind,  who  called  him  (ibbe  J'aus  foucy,  t  i  ^ 

Louis 
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Louis,  prince  of  Conti,  born  AugiiH:  13.  17 17,  grand  prior  of 

the  religion  of  Malta  in  France,  which  brings  him  in  yearly  four 
hundred  ihonfand  livres,  and  governor  of  Poitou.  He  reddes  in 
the  palace  of  the  grand  priors,  feated  in  that  part  of  Paris  called 
I.c  Marcis,  and  has  a  handlbine  cadle  at  Lifle-adam.  He  is  pooj: 
and  proud,  but  brave  and  popular  :  he  commanded  in  Italy  the 
war  before  laft  with  reputation  ;  but  he  is  too  hot  and  too  ventu-  ' 
rolls.  He  never  pays  vifiis  to  foreign  ambalTadors.  • 

Louis,  count  de  la  Maixhe,  his  fon,  married  to  a  princefs  of  Mo¬ 
dena,  was  born  in  1 734.  He  lives  at  Paris  as  the  late  duke  of 
Y — k  lived  in  London,  difplaying  a  great  tafte  for  gaiety  and  dil- 
hpation. 

Louis,  count  d^Eu,  prince  legitimated,  governor  of  Languedoc, 
born  in  1701,  is  neither  a  Ibldier  nor  a  courtier. 

Louis,  duke  de  Penthievre,  grand  admiral  of  France,  and  go¬ 
vernor  of  Bretagne,  born  in  1725,  is  a  devotee,  whofe  mortified 
life  and  chariiies  are  ridiculed  by  the  courtiers,  and  envied  by 
the  clergy. 

The  barber. 

Me  quoque  Pollucem  me  a  mater  vincere  dixit. 

My  father  fpared  no  expence  in  bellowing  a  liberal  education 
upon  me.  Confeious  of  his  own  want  of  literature  {though 
he  Was  pofTefTed  of  more  than  enough  for  any  Barber  in  the  world) 
he  was  folicitous  to  make  up  the  defe%5l  in  his  fun :  at  the  fame 
time  he  entertained  the  moft  fublime  notions  of  his  own  occupa¬ 
tion,  and  ufed  frequently  to  call  a  Barber  and  peruke-maker  the 
improver  of  the  heady  and  the  principal  decorator  of  the  human  - 
form.  He  has  often  obferved,  that  the  royflery,  as  he  phrafed  it^ 
required  a  mod  exalted  genius  and  fancy;  alfb  a  mind  replete  with 
ideas  of  beauty,  grace  and  elegance.  He  never  hefitated  to  alTcrt, 
that  the  contour  of  the  fined  head  that  ever  was  modelled,  was 
imperfedl  without  a  graceful  adjuftment  of  the  hair,  or  the  pic- 
turefque  appearance  of  the  wig.  In  converfation  he  (eldom  o- ' 
mitted  to  cake  notice,  that  it  was  chiefly,  if  not  entirely,  to  the 
peruke-maker,  that  the  Judge  owed  his  dignity  and  air  of  impor-' 
tance  ;  the  Biflwp,  and  other  dignitaries  of  the  church,  their  right 
reverend  appearance  ;  the  military  many  that  ferocious  look  which 
intimidates  the  fimple-headed  mortal ;  and  that  the  mod  cele¬ 
brated  Toafly  without  the  adidance  of  one  of  his  profelhon,  could 
hardly  be  didinguiflied  from  a  cinder-wench.  He  would  even  go 
lb  far  as  to  alHrm,  that  one  half  of  the  medical  gentry  were  more 
indebted  to  the  Barber  for  their  fuccefsin  life,  than  to  their  (kill 
in  medicine.  At  the  end  of  his  harangue. he  concludes  .always 
with  faying,  that  a  Barber  of  tadr  could  at  any  titnc  create  a 
lawyer,  a  pried,  or  a  phyfician. 
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Amon^fl  other  oddities  which  dftinouinied  niy  father,  was 
that  of  his  averlion  to  Charles  XII.  ot  Sweden;  not  for  his  am* 
hition  to  iinitrue  Alexander  in  dcllroying  mankind,  but  becaofe 
t!ie  Swede  was  feldom  lhaved,  and  never  ufed  anv  other  comb  for 
his  \iui'  than  his  own  fingers :  nor  was  he  ever  known  to  mention 
J-if  on,  or  any  other  of  the  feed  of  Ifrael,  without  expatiating  on 
ihe  enorinons  beards  c luonragcd  by  the  iMofaic  law.  If  the 
heathen  niviholo‘j;y  .aflorded  matter  of  difcouile,  he  would  dwell 
v.  ith  raptures  on  the  inaj^llic  locks  uC  Jupiter^  or  the  lovely  trelfcs 
(•f  V'^crins,  11?  has  declared  that,  in  his  opinion,  Mercury  was  the 
T<r  lor  of  the  l!;v.  and  that  Ganyn:cdc  ferved  his  time  to  a  Barber, 
.ifuTwarals  livcii  i:i  capacity  of  V'llet’dc^cJhnnvre  to  the  father 
of  gods  and  men,  as  ‘fnxrcv  is  every  where  lliled  by  the  ancients; 

in  fliort,  the  oUl  Uian  was  a  perfect  entluiliad  in  his  profeifion, 
infnnneU  that  all  his  iimilcs,  all  hi^  compaiifons,  and  all  his  alu-' 
lions,  were  contincv!  to  hair  and  wips.  !f  lie  fiiw  tiie  mod  finilhed 
picture,  or  llaiue,  Ids  attention  was  entirely  engrolTed  by  the  hair: 
or  11' he  attempied  to  liefciibc  a  Ii*/mg  fnbjret,  the  whole  of  his 
defciipiion  coihiilcd  (*nl)  of  ih.e  lliape,  colour,  and  fi2.e  of  the 
w  ig. 

Sue  11  were  the  gh»-lous  ideas  inculcaied  by  my  father  from  ray 
infancy,  lie  has  <,iten  cmertalncd  me  with  (b)ries  of  great  men; 
]df.l oloplu r poets,  and  j>i  t;  ers,  wlio  had  heeti  01  iginally  Barbers. 
If  at  aitv  tinu*  he  law  a  eoru-^’itirr,  or  a  too* h-dravver,  lolling  in 
a  ciiarioi,  he  wunld  inf.n'.ily  ixclalm,  Good  God!  there  goes  the 
jlavl'cr.  S  '  freiMteni  were  his  exprehions  of  this  fort,  and  fo  re- 
rnarkaMc  his  at  i.*.<  hmeol  to  t  he  of  his  trade,  that  they 

not  oniv  became  proNtiblal  in  the  neighbourhood,  hut  at  lafl  the 
pc:)]:'!c  in  tl:?  liieels,  nhen  t’ney  law  a:iv  thing  that  gave  them 
inoic  than  (.rclluary  laiisl'.icii;>!*,  ufiiuliy  cried  out,  ThaCs  the  Bar^ 
her. 

Whenever  he  went  to  ^hiddlirdl,  wl'.cther  to  confult  the  good 
of  tlie  nation,  or  to  pron.ote  t'oe  iniereit  of  his  fellow-citizens,  he 
wonid  {t?re  for  hours  tf'g'  iher  at  the  piidures  of  their  prefent 
majellies,  becaule  he  l<*id  tii?  painteih,  lather  was  a  Barber  and  a 
poet  :  then  in  t'he  joy  of  his  heart  he  would  break  forth  in  fomt 
‘one  of  Allan  Kainfay’s  fongs,  e4>ecially, 

I  have  of  my  own  breed,  w  ho  Ihall  ere  long 
Challenge  a  plate  amidll  th’  iliallrious  throng.’^

If  is  w  ith  grief  that  T  find  rnylelf  obliged  to  mention  the  foiblrt 
of  an  indulgent  parent  in  his  fondnels  for  me  ;  but  jiiflice  detnandi 
i:  firm  a  fairhliil  liillorian,  as  well  as  to  give  a  caution  to  olhers» 
liin.jif'ifn  ifi  i'pccrtlo.  Indeed,  he  carried  his  fondnefs  to  an  abfurd 
Vxcels  ;  for  while  he  tormented  hindelf  W'ith  faiitaflic  anxiety  on 
tnv  arronni,  he  inihted  me  with  in  tolerable  vanity.  I  becainO 
•'ttvilh  and  i)ctulant  to  inv  mother  and  the  fervaiits,  and  I  over 
'  beheld 
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t'\y  fuller  as  a  fioHflioltl  man,  made  on  purpofc  to  cheri/h 

and  divtri  me. 

Vrnlie  lie  was  at  great  pains  to  flicw  me  as  a  prodigy  of  the 
int  only  to  Ills  enlloniers  and  neighbours,  but  to  drangcrs^ 
little  did  he  appreheiul  iliil  fuch  an  exhibition  only  rendered  us 
I'.etii  ilie  objects  of  r’Kiicnle  ;  on  ficii  occalions  he  midook  their 
laughter  fir  approbation,  and  thought  that  they  admired,  whea 
ihct  were  druck  with  amazeineni  at  his  folly.  By  lavi/hing  his 
eiic*M.iiiMns  tijion  me,  repeated  in  my  own  hearing,  I  became  im- 
p'.uier.i  licf  re  1  eould  fearcc  articulate,  and  inlblent  at  an  age 
\vhen  others  arc  learning  to  lorm  their  minds  for  thinking.-—  ■  ■  ■

\  S  1  find  your  Mifcellany  a  repofitory  for  animadverfions  upotl 
every  kind  of  labjec^l  that  can  atford  indruedion  or  entertain¬ 
ment,  I  have  been,  for  fomc  lime,  inclined  to  become  a  correfpon-  , 
ciCiU  ;  but  was  deterred,  from  the  number  of  letters  which  I  find 
\ou  re  jeer.  If  this  fliould  be  noticed  among  your  acknowledgments^ 
indead  of  being  found  in  the  body  of  your  work,  I  fhall  have,  at 
lead,  this  confolation,  that  I  have  run  the  rifk  of  being  mortified 
w  ith  finding  my  piece  refufed  admiffion,  rather  than  be  idle  ;  a 
neceifary  docirine  i  have  endeavoured  to  inculcate,  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  fliort  animadverfions,  which  I  wrote  fome  years  fiiice  (though 
they  have  never  before  found  their  way  to  the  prefs),  upon  wca^ 
rxnefs  and  dejedion  of  fpirits,  at  a  time  that  my  (then)  wife  was 
very  low^,  and  feemed  out  of  temper  with  all  the  purfuits  of  this  j 
world.  If  you  think,  how'ever,  they  require  any  corrediions,  I  de-  / 
fire  you  will  make  them,  as  they  were  not,  when  written,  defign* 
ed  for  the  eye  of  the  public.  | 

It  was  never  intended  that  any  of  the  human  f|>ccies,  endued  ^ 
with  rcafon  and  refledlion,  fliould  be  weary  of  life,  or  difpleafed  i 

with  the  variegated  feenes  of  nature,  which  at  once- afford  fuch  a 
field  for  indrnclioii  and  entertainment  :  this  difpofition  is  the 
more  Icandalous  in  us,  as  no  other  part  of  the  animal  creation, 
though  brutal,  are  Infenfible  to  the  bounties  of  Providence,  and 
the  inc?;hauftil)le  (lores  which  our  common  parent  has  provided  ( 
fW  us  :  and  fiuciy,  what  can  operate  in  them,  rcafon  1 

(liould  ' 
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perform  in  us.  The  truth  is,  when  we  are  engaged  in  any 
purfuits,  either  mental  or  corporeal,  vve  have  not  leifure  to  hnd, 
that  time  hangs  heavy  on  our  hands  ;  and  when  we  have  laid  out 
any  portion  of  our  exigence  to  onr  own  fatisf.iolion,  it  gives  us 
picafure  in  the  retrofpecTtivc  vievv  we  take  of  onrfeives.  This  laf- 
filude  of  habit,  without  fatigue,  is  among  the  number  of  things 
rh  ii  nature  never  made,  but  was  ere  tied  by  man  to  be  his  felf- 
lormentor  ;  it  is  a  dilgud  unkitown  to  the  wife,  and  the  conQant 
j.om panion  c;f  fools.  It  arifes,  in  a  great  degree,  from  excefs  of 
liberty  ;  and  that  licentioulhefs,  wliich  has  hut  too  viiibly  iiampc 
the  prelent  race  of  Englinimen,  feems  to  have  ingrulfed  the  foie 
l  ulturc  of  this  noxious  weed  in  our  clime.  It  is  a  diforder  icarce 
i:nown  upon  the  continent  ;  and  the  French  laugh  at  the  very  no. 
lion  of  its  exillcnce.  It  is  an  evil  for  which  every  one  is  prepared 
with  an  antidote  ;  for,  as  La  Fontaine  (I  think)  fays,  “  A  woman 
who  amufes  herfelf  with  picking  out  her  lice,  is  to  be  held  in 
higher  elUinaiion,  than  a  lazy  monk  who  lets  time  hang  wearily 
4ipon  his  hands.’’  This  complaint  is,  indeed,  the  eldeft  fon  of  la- 
/.inefs  ;  and  the  hereditary  vices  of  the  parent  are  (Irongly  matin 
felted  iu  the  ilFue,  who  is,  moreover,  contaminated  with  all  their 
direful  confequences.  In  a  word,  let  us  be  employed,  let  us  do 
foineihing,  and  not  imitate  the  Carmelite,  who,  after  he  has 
counted  his  beads,  and  faid  his  qiiantiim  of  prayers,  falls  into  a 
defpondency  till  his  Avia  Marias  come  about  again. 

Nature  is  in  cohdant  progrelfion  ;  her  labours  are  eternal, , with- 
cml  one  fmgle  moment’s  vacation  ;  flie  is  ever  employed  in  com- 
pleating  her  works,  fo  necelTary  for  the  ufe  and  felicity  of  man  ; 
let  us  then  imitate  our  bounteous,  indudrious,  and  indulgent  mo¬ 
ther,  and  we  lhall  find  there  is  not  a  minute  of  our  lives  too  long; 
not  a  moment  but  what  may  be  properly  and  agreeably  employed  ; 
low  fpiriis  will  hereby  be  annihilated,  and  a  dreary  hour  will  not 
be  a  phrafe  without  a  meaning. 

1  once  knew  a  man,  who  pretended  to  be  a  philofopher,  and 
who  fre4nently  complained  of  the  weary  chafms  of  life.  When 
]  adviied  him,  according  to  niy  prefen t  way  of  thinking,  to  find 
mu  a  proper  occupation  for  thole  periods  that  were  fuch  a  tedious 
void,  be  replied,  that  there  was  no  better  method  of  being  re¬ 
venged  of  time,  which  dedroys  all  things,  than  to  let  it  glide  a- 
way  with  a  contemptuous  inalicniion.”  This  pfeudo-doidrine  is 
like  a  man’s  cutting  his  owni  throat,  becaufe  a  neighbour  has 
wronged  him.  ^V’e  fhould  rather  avenge  ourfelves  of  time,  by 
making  the  mod  of  it  ;  for,  if  it  cheats  us  by  the  quicknefs  of  its 
revolutions,  the  more  that  Hips  through  our  hands  without  being 
turned  to  advantage,  the  more  we  arc  defrauded.  If,  to  continue 
i;ie  ligure,  Unic  be  our  property,  and  we  are  conliderable  lofers 
every  day,  we  Ihould  be  the  mod  arrant  of  all  fpend thrifts,  not  to 
turn  fome  part  of  it  to  account  belore  it  is  too  late. 
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In  fine,  it  is  the  fummit  of  folly  to  be  out  of  temper  with  the 
worki  or  omlelves,  as  we  can  never  reform  the  one,  though  we 
r.uv  the  other  :  and,  as  the  pweets  and  bitters  of  life  are  neatly 
bkiidcd  in  all  ftaiions,  the  ^reai  art  of  living  is  to  make  a  proper 
rtiixture,  and  have  always  at  hand  an  a'greeable  draught  of  the 
punch  of  cant eiitfucnt.  With  the  afliftance  of  this  metaphorical 
beverage,  and  now  and  then  a  little  of  the  literal,  I  have  been 
able  to  pnfh  through  life  to  my  fixiy-fourth  year,  and  have  never 
bnown  an  hour's  anxiety,  fave  the  (ympathetic  feelings  for  the 
Jol's  of  relations  and  friends,  in  all  that  period.  I  am,  Vour  con- 
ilaiit  reader,  and  hearty  friend,  Old  Sqjj ARE-TOES. 

7 he  7ajU  of  the  prefent  Age.  From  Mlfcellames ;  hy 

J.  Annftrong,  M.  D. 

\  IVIONGST  many  other  diftinguiflied  marks  of  a  flupid  age,  a 
1  .1  bad  crop  of  men,  the  talle  in  writing  was  never  fo  falfe  as  at 
])rcftnt.  If  it  is  really  fo,  it  may  perhaps  be  owing  to  a  prodigious 
fu  ai  ni  of  infipid  trafhy  vvriiers :  amongft  whopi  there  are  fome 
who  pretend  to  dictate  to  the  public  as  ciitics,  though  they  hard¬ 
ly  ever  fail  to  be  millaken.  But  their  dogmatic  impudence,  and 
ioiiicihing  like  a  (cientllic  air  of  talking  the  moll  palpable  non- 
fi  :ile,  linpofcs  upon  great  numbers  of  people,  who  really  polTefs  a 
C(»n<ldei  able  fhare  of  natural  talle;  of  which,  at  the  lame  time, 
they  arc  fo  little  confcious,  as  to  fulfer  themfelves  paHivcly  to  be 
milled  by  thole  blundering  guides. 

A  talle  worth  cultivating,  is  to  l^e  improved  and  preferved  by 
reading  only  the  bell  writers.  But  whoever,  after  perufing  a  fa- 
tiic  of  Horace,  even  in  the  dullell  Englifli  tranllation,  can  reli/b 
the  liupid  abufe  of  a  blackguard  rhymller,  may  as  W'elj  indulge 
the  natural  depravity  of  his  talle,  and  riot  for  life  upon  dillillers 
n-rains. 

But  the  talle  in  writing  is  not,  cannot  be  worfe,  than  it  Is  In 
mulic,  as  well  as  in  all  theatrical  entertainments.  In  arebitetflure 
indeed,  there  arc  fome  elegant  and  piagnificcnt  wwks  ariling,  at 
a  very  proper  time  to  rellorc  the  nation  to  fome  credit  with  Its 
neighbours  in  this  articl*  ;  after  Its  having  been  expofed  to  fuch 
repeated  dilgraces  by  a  triumvirate  of  aukw'ard  plumfey  plies, 
that  are  not  alhamed  to  Ihew  their  dupid  heads  in  the  neighbour^ 
hood  of  Whitehall ;  and  one  more,  that  ought  Co  be  demolillied 
if  it  was  for  no  other  rcafon  but  to  rcHorc  the  view  of  an  elegant 
church,  which  has  now  for  many  years  been  buried  alive  behind 
the  Manlion-houfe. 

It  is  indeed  fome  comfort,  that  while  tafic  and  genius  liappeo 
to  be  very  falfe  and  impotent  in  moll  of  the  fine  arts,  they  arc 
not  fo  in  all.  The  arts  of  gardening  particularly,  and  the  elegant 
plan  of  a  farm,  have  of  late  years  difplayed  themfelves  in  a  few 
fpois  to  greater  advantage  m  England,  than  perhaps  ever  before 
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ill  any  part  of  Europe.  This  is  iiuleeil  very  far  from  being  uni, 
verfal ;  and  foine  gardens  admired  and  celebiated  are  fo* 

fnioothly  regular,  fo  over-plaiued,  and  fo  ci%nvded  with  affccTied, 
impertinent,  ridiculous  ornaments  of  temples,  ruins,  pyramids, 
obelilks,  ftatues,  and  a  thouland  other  contemptible  whims,  that 
a  continuation  of  the  fame  ground  in  its  rude  natural  Aate,  is  in¬ 
finitely  more  delightful.  You  mull  often  have  leen  fine  fitua- 
tions  ruined  with  coftly  pretences  to  improvement,  'fhe  moft 
noble  and  romantic  fituation  of  any  gr.rdens  I  have  feen,  is  near 
Chcpllow;  and  the  gentleman  n  ho  poliVlfes  t hat  delightful  fpor, 
has  fhewn  great  judgment  and  a  true  lallc,  ia  meddling  fo  little 
with  nature  where  ihc  wanted  fo  little  help. 

This  is  one  hapj)y  inllancc  of  an  admirable  fituation,  where  na¬ 
ture  is  niodeftly  and  judicionlly  improved,  not  hurt  hyart.  An 
oppofitc  inftance  of  what  art,  fkiil,  and  taile  may  produce,  with- 
our  any  })ariici!lar  advantages  of  ground  or  fituation,  is  mod  agree¬ 
ably  ilifplayed  in  the  royal  gardens  at  Kew.  I'here  you  find  an 
extent  of  fiat  ground,  lb  eafily,  fo  agreeably,  a’ul  unafi'ecledly  bro¬ 
ken,  that  you  would  think  it  imi)or!ihle  to  alter  it  but  to  the 
worf'e.  To  pafs,  without  any  notice,  the  agieeable  and  elegant 
pieces  of  archltetflure,  which,  without  crowding,  adorn  thofe  de¬ 
lightful  gardens  :  perhaps,  there  is  not  a  phyfic  garden  in  Europe, 
wlicre  any  bolanift  can  be  more  agreeably  entertained,  as  to  the 
variety  of  curious  plants.  But  there  is  fomething  new,  as  far  as  I 
know,  and  particularly  ingenious  here,  in  the  difpofitioii  and  ma¬ 
nagement  of  them.  Thofe  that  naturally  delight  in  the  rocks, 
and  the  dry  hungry  foil,  are  here  planted  upon  yidges  of  artificial 
roek-wmk,  where  they  fhew  all  the  luxuriance  of  vegetation  that 
tliey  could  amongfl  the  Alps,  the  Pyrenees,  or  the  Andes:  While 
a  very  different  tribe,  the  aquatics,  Jifphy  il.  cmfelvcs  in  a  large 
clllern,  where  they  arc  conflantly  fiipplicd  with  their  bell  and 
moll  ijatiiral  noiirifhmcnt,  the  rain  water,  convened  to  them  from 
the  eves  of  the  richefl  green-houfc  I  liave  fccn.

Ale  and  clamour  unite 
4 heir  j^owc!  s  :  the  crowd,  condenfed  and  heated,  begins  to  fer¬ 
ment  \>irn  the  leaven  of  fedition:  all  fee  a  thoufand  evils,  though 
they  cannot  Ihcw  them,  and  glow  iinpaiieiit  for  a  remedy,  though 
iliey  iir.o'v  not  what. 

A  fpceth  is  then  made  by  the  Cicero  of  the  day;  he  fays  much, 
ar.d  fnppreffes  inorc,  and  credit  is  ec^nally  given  to  what  he  tells, 
and  what  he  conceal >,  'I'he  petition  is  lead,  and  univerfally  np- 
proved.  ‘'Diofe  ho  ma?  hdocr  etiough  to  vviiie,  add  their  names, 
aiKi  llic  red  would  tirn  it  ii  thev  could. 

Iht  ry  man  goes  home  and  tells  his  ncighhonr  of  the  glories  of 
»iie  (lav  :  how  lie  was  conlnlted,  and  what  he  acivifed  :  how  he  was

The  late  vvell-attefted 
indance  of  their  generous  humanity,  may  perhaps  not  be  loo 
liiefometothe  impatient  reader.  The  gentleman  is  but  lately 
dead,  who  favoured  me  with  the  following  relation  of  a  fa<ft 
which  defei  ves  to  be  more  generally  known,  and  I  give  it  in  hU' 
own  words. 

‘'"In  the  year  1740,  the  prince  George, capt.  Crofs,  from  Bengal 
and  Surat  to  Canton,  was  drove  into  (uncuin  bay,  on  the  coaft  of» 
China,  in  a  hard  gale  of  wind,  of  fuch  force  as  to  make  the  fuper- 
cargoes,  Mcflrs  Siephenfon  and  Hariifon,  with  Mr  Alexander 
AVedderburn,  ])iirfer,  to  go  afliore  in  the  pinnace,  in  order  to  get 
a  pilot,  and  fuch  other  help  as  their  diftrefs  then  required.  The 
wind  all  that  night  blowing  fiercer,  next  morning  they  were  told 
the  fliip  was  loll,  which  ihey  foon  perceived  to  be  too  true.  The 
mandarine  of  that  diftried  immediately  ordered,  that  ^the  , fore- 
mentioned  "gentlemen,  with  Mr  Barlow,  fourth  mate,  who  then 
ac^ied  as  coxfvvain  of  the  pinnace,  and  the  Lafears,  fhould  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  lodgings,  and  all  proper  accommodations;  and  that  . 
every  part  of  the  wreck,  and  all  the  goods  that  could  be  faved, 
fhould  be  carefully  gathered  together ^  and  put  into  a  fecure  place 
Ibr  them ;  all  which  was  faithfully  performed.  I'lie  generous 
mandarine’s  humanity  did  not  end  here;  for  he  ordered  a  prefent 
of  350  tale  to  Mr  Stephenfon,  300  to  Mr  Harrilbn,  250  to  Mr 
Wedderburn,  200  to  Mr  Barlow,  and  to  each  Lafcar  as  much  at 
was  reckoned  equal  to  their  full  wages,  had  the  voyage  been  per¬ 
formed  in  the  ufual  time  :  and,  at  their  depaiiure,'  gave  them  an 
order,  from  the  court  of  Pekin,  for  carriages,  lodgings,  and  pro- 
\ifionsj  through  every  diflrict  in  their  way  to  Canton.” 

One  would  be  glad  to  know  ,  upon  w  hat  chrillian  fhore  any  flup* 
wrecked  crew  could  have  met  with  fuch  humane  and  generous 
treatment.  What  flill  the  more  heightens  the  merit  of  this 
noble  behaviour,  it  is  well  known  that  the  Chinele  are  not  at- all 
loud  of  trading  with  the  Kuropeans ;  and  it  is  probable  enough 
that  fomc  other  eallern  nations  may,  in  time,  become  as  fhy  of 
them  tiom  experience,  as  the  fagacious  Chinefe  have  ahvays  been 
froir.  theory  and  fpeculation.

When  he  hath,  with  fore  labour 
and  expence,  bronoht  hit  ground  into 
is  the  good  heart,  and  the  leafe  is  near  expi* 
ring,  the  talk  mafter  demands  a  higher 
they  rent  from  him ;  which  he  muft  either 
or  be  gone.  No  allowance  will  be 
if  he  comes  not  up  to  what 
it  may  rife  ftiii  is  demanded,  fome  of  his  neighboujrs

colls  at  diilant  markets,  and  computing 
how  dear  the  carnage  muft  render  it  if 
brought  here.  Another  will  tell  you,  a  tenant  is 
that  the  crop  has  failed  in  the  T..othi4ns: 
that  grain  is  riling  fsft,  (and  that  land 
muft  rife  of  courfe) ;  that  it  is  dear  in 
England,  and  he  is  fnre,  and  expeefts  it 
will  every  year  rife  higher  and  higher 
here;  an  inhuman  and  fenfelefs  expeCta* 
tion  ;  for  it  is  much  more  probable  that  plantation 
it  will  fall.  Since  the  i6«^,  the  price 
of  grain,  svheat  for  inftance,  fell  gra- 
diMily  in  England  to  the  year  l7bD;  du¬ 
ring  the  laft  half  of  that  period,  it  feH  ced  by  the  frafonable  application  of

pad,  by  the  high  offers  they  made,  turn, 
ed  the  weak  heads  of  the  land-holders, 
and  made  them  believe,  that  no  rate  w^s 
too  high  fur  their  lands.  Had  It  not 
been,  that,  when  any  farm  was  to  be  let, 
there  w'ere  fo  many  In  competition  bid. 
ding  high  for  it,  it  would  have  been  im.  , 
poihble  that  the  oppreffiou  of  farn^ers 
could  have  come  to  fnch  a  lautentahle 
height  as  it  hath  actually  reoebed  ;  for, 
ctMild  the  proprietors  have  turned  .tl.e 
arable  land  into  paftnrc  ?  A  great  part 
of  Scotland  is  naturally  fuch  ;  and,  ma. 
ny  years  ago,  much  arable  land  was 
svrefted  from  the  tenants,  and  applied 
TO  the  maintenance  of  flieep  and  black 
cattle  ;  fo  that,  long  ago,  as  great  a  pro. 
portion  of  Hud  was  fet  afide  for  pafturp 
as  w'a?  likely  to  tt:rn  to  good  aeconnt* 
Could  the  land  holders  have  kept  all  the 
farms  in  rheir  fiaturaJ  Pojf’j/iorit  as  they 
call  It,  this  they  muil  foon  have  wearied  ' 
of,  and  the  vifeft  of  them  would  hardly 
have  tried  it  ;  for  hitherto  gentlemen 
hive  found,  that,  whep  they  turned 
their  own  farmers,  though  they  might 
raife  very  good  crops,  they  were  very  • 
far  from  being  gainers  by  the  trade. 
Would  they  have  tried  to  bring  tenants 
from  fome  other  country  J  But  who, 
would  have  fubmitted^to  fuch  toil  and 
mifery  as  you  have  undergone  ?  What 
then  mud  they  have  done  with  therr 
land  ?  Why,  if  you  had  been  wife,  they 
would  have  been  obliged  to  let  it  to  ycu 
at  a  rcafonable  rate  ;  but  you  were  and 
arc  foniiili,  and  they  avail  themfelves  of 
your  folly.  Some  of  them  let  their  lands  * 
openly  by  svay  qf  auCllon  or  public  ronp.; 
and  then  the  talk  mailer,  with  all  hie* 
eloquence,  difplays  the  wonderful  ferti* 
li?y  and  advantages  of  his  farms;  and 
with  the  Itrong  Ipirituous  bottle  in  his 
hand,  he  reaches  out  full  bumpers  to 
every  raili  bidder,  and  intoxicates  and 
cajoles  them  to  ruin  themfelves  and  one 
nnotheiv  Other  landlords  chufe  a  me¬ 
thod,  perhaps,  as  enfiiaring ;  J  am  fore 
it  is  more  ilcbafmg  :  they  publicly  ad« 
vertife,  that  every  one  svho  wants  itich 
or  fnch  a  farm,  Ihall  fend  to  them  hii 
higheil  offer  inclofed.  By  this  means 
they  have  opportunity  to  inquire  into 
the  circumllancc  of  the  fevcral  offerers, 
and  to  pitch  on  that  one  who  hath  the 
largell  (lock.  Of  this  they  arc  extreme* 
ly  detirous.  You  may  hear  one  oftbem 
who  has. a  pitiful  farm  to  let,  boaftiifi®^ 
its  goodnefs,  and  wilhing  he  had  a  lea- 
fible  tenant  to  it,  who  has  5  or  630  A 
ilock.  Thcfc  men  never  confider,  that 
if  a  man  is  fenfible,  and  has  530 4  he  wm 
difdain  to  concern  himfelf  with 
beggarly  farms,  while  he  hath  thcchan^ 
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of  fifty  to  One  of  employing  it  to  better 
purpole  in  foni'c  branch  of  inerchandife 
ur  I'lanufacturc,  and  knows,  that  lo  tbefe 
firms  many  **  come  full,  and  go  away 
empty.”  But  though  a  man  of  fenfe  is 
on  his  guard  at  their  roups,  and  in  ma¬ 
king  offer*  to  them,  the  weak  are  catch* 
e'i.  Tbe  land  holder  alfiires  them,  that 
the  foil  of  his  land  is  fo  rich,  that  every 
acre  of  it  will  yield  ten  or  twelve  bolls; 
and,  by  a  fatal  credulity,  the  farmers 
belifVe  that  he  is  fpeaking  truth.  Their 
vanity  to  be  farmers  helps  alfo  to  in- 
fn.«re  them.  In  »his  country,  a  farmer 
is  more  reputable  than  a  tradefman ; 
which,  I  fuppofc,  hath  happened  by  the 
iiitcgrity  of  ancient  farmers,  and  the 
ufcfulnel’s  of  fheir  bufinefs  ;  juft  as  I 
know  a  conftahle  in  a  certain  parifh, 
who,  by  his  hnneft  and  confeientious 
walk,  hath  rendered  his  humble  office 
i'ur  more  refpeefabie  than  that  of  his 
landlord,  who  is  a  judge.—  -■  It  is  from 
this  vanity,  that  the  font  of  farmers 
think  fhame  to  go  to  fervice  ;  and  thofe 
who  have  bven  long  in  fervice  defire 
much  t</  have  farms.  This  vanity  is  aS 
a  halter  about  your  necks,  o4'  which  the 
talk,  inuitcr  takes  faft  hold,  and  thereby 
leads  YOU  to  ruin.  This  vanity  you 
fhoulU  have  contronled,  and  continued 
in  fervice,  or  at  your  trades,  and  then 
you  might  have  palfcd  through  life  with 
tolerable  comfort :  but  by  an  excefs  of 
credulity,  you  believed  the  deceitful 
words  of  the  land  holders.  Your  vanity 
made  you  offer  high  for  every  fai^,- 
CTcn  fur  fuch  as  had  been  long  poffefled 
by  the  tenants  then  living  upon  them  : 
a  thing  againft  which  there  is  always  an 
outcry,  and  it  is  rarely,  or  never  done 
in  England;  and  which,  if  not  diredtly 
unjuft,  doth  at  lea  ft  border  upon  injuf* 
lice,  and  encourages  bpprefHon.  You 
gut  the  old  tenant  removed;  your  high 
offers  were  accepted ;  you  were  unable 
to  pay  ;  and  it  was  even  impoffible  yon 
fliouid.  Hence  there  are  fo  many  of 
you  in  this  very  affeinbly,  who  have  had 
your  crops  feized  upon,  your  cattle 
jvuinded  and  driven  away,  your  houfas 
plundered,  and  your  perfous  iinpiifoned; 
your  children  who  were  able,  fent  to 
f'ervice'or  to  beg,  and  the  reft  ftarving 
in  )our  miferable  huts.  Thus  the  rent 
of  the  land  is  high,  from  the  avarioe  and 
artifices  of  the  land  holder,  and  from 
the  credulity  and  vanity  of  the  farmer. 

Before  I  difiuifs  this  head,  1  cannot 
but  take  notice,  that  the  pretence  for 
afflitftiiig  the  Ifraelites  was  an  averfion 
to  idleiiefs  ;  2V  are  idle,  ye  are  idle,  faid 
the  talk  mafters  :  And  it  is  remarkable, 
that  our  noble  lords  and  comoitncrs 
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dlfcover  alfo  a  mighty  abhorrence 
that  fame  fin  of  idleiiefs  ;  they  wohla 
make  us  believe,  that  they  are  in  fedr 
left  the  very  fouls  of  their  thnaiiti 
fhould  be  ruined  by  it ;  they  dread  ihe 
effedls  of  it  at  leaft  on  their  iiiferibfk 
You  may  hear  one  of  them  boaftiiigj 
with  much  felf  applaufc  ;  <«  Such  a  to* 
nant  of  mine  was  idle;  I  doubled  hii 
rents  ;  he  works  hard  foon  and  late ;  hfi 
attends  to  his  bufinels  even  on  the  Stiii* 
days  ;  fo  that,  1  believe,  he  will  pay  fne 
better  now  than  he  did  before.**  There 
have  been  ignorant  and  perverfe  ftatef- 
men,  who  gave  out,  that  the  heavier  fhd 
taxes  were  which  they  impofed  oa  the 
nation,  the  fubjetfts  became  the  more 
happy ;  and  there  are  land  holder!  6f  d 
like  underftanding  and  temper,  whb  be« 
lievc,  that  the  liiglier  the  feats  nre 
which  they  fiom  their  teilanis; 

they  are  iu  the  better  condition  to  pay 
them.— —The  next  head  of  difeouffe  id 
to  ihow, 

Wh  at  are  already  the  effetfts  of  iKc' 
high  rate  of  land,  and  what  muft  be  the 
farther  coiifequeuces  of  it.-^lts  effetfd 
are  grievous  tu  individnaJs,  and  in  time* 
muft  hurt  or  ruin  the  nation;  it  it  the 
caufe  of  mifery,  and  debauches  the  intr 
rals  of  the  pe<»pl«<«-For. 

In  the  iji  place.  It  is  oppr^flion ;  aiid 
oppreifion,  as  hath  been  feen  in  part  al« 
ready,  is  mifery  t  It  is  indeed  but  andtheC 
name  for  it.  Perpetual  and  fore  luKliiy 
labour,  without  any  profpetft  df  enjoy* 
iag  the  fruits  of  it,  or  of  fome  eafe,  il 
certainly  mifery.  Indeed^  the  feveriiy. 
of  labour  ii  mitigated  by  the  hope  6f 
eafe  or  profit;  but  here  it  often  happens/ 
that  no  fuch  hope  can  be  entertained: 
By  the  hardeft  labour,  in  very  many 
cafes,  no  more  can  he  done  but  the  tale' 
of  the  bricks  made  up,  as  much  gained 
as  will  pay  the  greedy  maftcr.  Nay,  it< 
many  iuftances,  this  Cannot  he  dime ; 
and  then  the  dtftrefs  and  mifery  of  the' 
poor  farmer  is  complete  i  He  bath  the' 
vexation  to  fee  his  children  ftarved  tad 
naked,  his  houfe  fpt/iled,  his  corn  liit! 
cattle  feized  upon,  to  fatisfy  the  deiuandi 
of  his  talk  malier  ;  demands  which  are 
highly  unrcafutiable,  but  %vbich,  by  hii 
credulity,  he  had  obliged  himi'clt*  to  ful* 

2dly,-  The  high  rate  of  land  occafiena 
a  fort  of  boltility  between  the  rich  and 
the  poor  :  They  are  really,  like  the  ple¬ 
beians  and  patricians  in  aucient  Home; 
ia  a  ftate  of  war  againft  one  another—* 
The  land  holders  have  no  compatiion  oit 
the  poor  laburioirs  farmers;  they  relent 
not  at  the  fight  of  their  iudigcncc  and 
mifery.  Let  the  tenaut’s  wants  Ire  ever' 

CJ 
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fo  d»pV»rab]0,  Ift  hi*  wretchednpfs  be 
eter  fo  wnmcritcd;  though  his  corn¬ 
fields  have  been  deftroyed  by  winds  or 
rains,  all  this  is  no  matter  to  almoli  any 
maftcr  :  H«  mulk  have,  without  abate¬ 
ment,  all  that,  in  rigour  of  law,  he  can 
demand,  whatever  may  become  of  the 
tenant  and  his  family.— On  the  other 
hand,  the  farmers  have  a  real  hatred  of 
their  landlords,  whom  they  6ud  to  be  fo 
rigid  talk-maiters  ;  they  imprecate  the 
corfe  anil  vengeance  of  Gotl  upon  them 
and  their  families.  Living  iniferably 
under  them,  and  unable,  by  all  their  toil, 
to  pay  them,  they  arc  every  moment  in 
fear  left  they  come  upon  them,  a)id  ftrip 
them  of  all  they  have,  and  turn  them 
out  of  doors.  Hence  it  ijs,  that,  if  any 
man  in  rich  equipage  and  drcls  is  feen 
tiear  their  htuifes,  tiicy  lliiiik  it  mnft  be 
their  landlord,  and  arc  at  once  thrown 
inio  a  dreadftil  alarm.  Were  the  great 
bencGrcnt  in  proportion  to  their  power, 
vv  MCI c  they  but  looked  upon  as  harm* 
lei's,  the  poor  would  rejoice  to  fee  them, 
and  think  thenifelves  honoured  to  meet 
and  converfe  with  them;  but,  at  the 
very  fight  of  them,  the  haplcfs  fanner 
and  his  lamily  cxpctffc  immediate  begga¬ 
ry  and  ruin  :  the  children  run  and  hide 
their  heads ;  the  svife  trembles  ;  and  the 
farmer  hiinfclf,  when  called  upon,  goes 
to  meet  his  maftcr  with  all  the  expref- 
livc  fvinptoms  of  avcrlion,  hatred,  and 
fear.  Ilasing  felt  the  rigour  of  their 
malters  fo  often,  they  dread  to  fed  it 
again  :  Like  thofe  ancient  ilaves,  who 
had  weapons  in  their  hands,  and  were 
able  to  defend  thetnfclvcs ;  but  wlien 
they  fiw  the  fconrges  lifted  up,  the 
Itroke^  of  which  they  had  fo  often  felt, 
they,  in  a  panic,  immediately  threw 
tioM  n  their  sveapons,  and  took  to  their

The  fadler  confiilied  a  lawyer  upon 
this  affair,  who  ndvifrd  him  not  to  ule 
the  name  and  arms,  uulefs  he  could 
prove  hit  right  to  them  ;  to  which  the 
fadler  anfwei'ed,  that  he  was  brought 
up  at  the  fo’nndling  hofpital ;  and  that 
the  directors  of  that  charity  told  him, 
when  he  was  fent  from  thence,  that  the 
nicne  and  arms  of  Efta^io  belonged  to 
him.  Accordingly,  the  lawyer  went 
with  him  to  that  hofpital,  and,  upon  ap¬ 
plication  to  the  principal  director,  he 
produced  to  them  a  letter,  in  the  hand 
writing  of  Mr  d’Eftaing,  declaring, -that 
the  perfon  in  qneltino  was  his  foil,  by  a 
girl  of  mean  birth,  whom  he  had  private¬
